R. C. Miller, postmaster of Gettys­ 
burg, suffered a stroke of paralysis! 
affecting his right side, while attend­ 
ing the sessions of the legislature a t 
Harrisburg, Monday night 
He is a 
patient in the Harrisburg hospital, 
where it is reported his condition is 
improving. 
Attendants at the hospital this aft­ 
ernoon stated that Mr. Miller’s condi­ 
tion is not considered serious and that 
he is rapidly regaining control of his 
right arm and leg, which were af­ 
fected. 
Mr. Miller, who was in Harrisburg 
as a spectator at the session of the 
legislature, was standing in the ro­ 
tunda of the capitol 
talking with 
friends when he suffered the stroke. 
Condition Improves 
He was taken to the office of W, 
Harry Baker, secretary of the senate, 
and Doctor Shaffer, a member of the 
house, was called. Shortly afterward 
Mr. Miller was taken to the Harris­ 
burg hospital. 
At first it was believed that Mr.i 
Miller’s 
condition was serious, 
but 
shortly after he was admitted to tho 
hospital he showed a marked improve­ 
ment, it is said. 
Mr. Miller tendered his resignation 
as postmaster of Gettysburg just a 
week ago, the resignation to take ef­ 
fect May I.

Punishment of Officers of Raid­ 
ing Troops and Reparations 
to Injured Demanded. 


Washington, April 12.—Three de­ 
mands growing out of the Nanking 
outrages, described by the state de­ 
partment as “studiously moderate,” 
but presented with all the force of 
joint action bry the five great naval 
powers, were served yesterday on the 
political and military heads of the 
Chinese nationalist regime. 
They called for: 
Punishment of nationalist officers 
held directly responsible for attacks 
by their troops. 
W ritten 
apology and guarantees 
by the nationalist commander in chief. 
Full reparation for person injuries 
and material losses sustained by for­ 
eigners at Nanking. 
With these specific terms went the 
stern warning: 
“Unless the nationalist authorities 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of the 
interested governments their intention 
to comply promptly with these terms, 
the said governments will find them­ 
selves compelled to take such meas­ 
ures as they deem appropriate.” 
What form those measures might 
take was not disclosed. 
The com­ 
munication presented by the consular 
representatives of the five govern­ 
ments at Hankow and Shanghai, how­ 
ever, is not an ultimatum in the sense 
that it fixes no stated time for com­ 
pliance under penalty; nor does it 
commit the governments of the Unit­ 
ed States, 
Great 
Britain, 
Japan, 
France and Italy in advance to any 
course of action 
for 
enforcement, 
jointly or separately. 
The demands were couched in what 
was virtually an American note sub­ 
scribed to by the other four powers 
involved. 
The restraining influences 
of President Coolidge and Secretary 
of State Kellogg are seen in them. 
Both desire to give war-torn China 
every possible 
opportunity to work 
out its own salvation in its own way, 
provided foreign nationals 
are not 
molested Junker. 
This desire is seen 
here as the reason for the moderation 
of the demands.

New York 
who had sentenced him was the one 
to whom he should appeal for a stay 
of execution, and late in the day he 
left for New York City. 
It had been expected that Carroll 
would surrender in New York today 
for the carrying out of his sentence. 
The pardon attorney of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice will investigate Car­ 
roll’s case and report to the attorney 
general. In the event clemency is de­ 
cided upon, a report will be trans­ 
mitted to President Coolidge making 
such a recommendation. 
The pres­ 
ident has power to commute or sus­ 
pend sentence or substitute a fine. 
Carroll already has filed an appli­ 
cation for a pardon. 
The Department-of Justice declined 
to divulge the ground on which clem­ 
ency was asked.

“undergraduettes” of England’s most 
aristocratic college meet regularly in 
mid-morning for a bit of gossip, a 
mild flirtation, and a discussion of the 
day’s “campusalogy.”

KANSAS CITY LAYS 
OUT HUGE AIRPORT 


687 Acres in Tract Leased As 
Aviation Center by Munici­ 
pal Authorities. 


Kansas City.—Believing in its fu­ 
ture as an aviation center, Kansas 
City has completed arrangements for 
one of the largest municipal airports 
in the United States. 
A tract of 687 acres, situated but 
one and four-tenths miles from the 
postoffice, has been leased and con­ 
tracts let for air mail and civilian 
hangers. 
J. Don Alexander, president of an 
aircraft corporation in Denver, 
re­ 
cently inspected the site and declared 
it the “best field in A/merica.” 
The land is a peninsula shaped tract 
on the Missouri 
river. 
It is eur- 
nounded by water on three sides and 
will offer a landing 
place 
for sea­ 
planes as well as land machines, 
It 
is to be developed in two units, each 


a ciVcle 3,000 feet In 
diameter and 
crossed by a diagonal direction run­ 
ways 300 feet wide. 
The runways 
will be laid northeast to southwest, 
and northwest to, southeast, thus af­ 
fording possible takeoff or landing no 
matter what direction the wind may 
be from. 
Experts declare that nowhere else 
in America is there a field which is so 
close to the business district. 
The 
peninsula cuts into the river on the 
north side. 
On the south side, lining 
the river’s /banks, is the industrial 
district of the city. 
The present field will be abandon­ 
ed. 
It is 
ll miles from the post­ 
office. 
The new field will be known 
as Richards Airport, 
in 
honor of 
Lieut. John F. Richards, 
the 
first 
Kansas City 
avaiator killed in the 
World war.
